SUBJECT i Attached Memo from FDB on Production of FOB 
Periodical Abstract*. 


1, Of the recommendations in the attached paper, we should 
not concur in (a) (amendment to functions of FDB) for the follow- 
ing reasonst 

(a) IGAPS is redrafting all NXA and G20 directives, and 
has indicated that a new directive will be issued on documents 
exploitation. Minor alterations in current memoranda would be 
unacceptable at present. 

(b) The backlog of documents mist be worked on and pro- 
cessed, however much Mr. Bagnall may prefer periodicals . If high 
priority is given to periodical abstracts, FDB will continue to be 
a repository for unexploited captured documents for a matter of 
years. It is our primary responsibility to see that exploitation 
of the documents is adequately completed. 

2, In verbal discussion with Mr. Bagnall, he has admitted 
that he assigns personnel to the various functions of his branch 
as he sees fit. Recommend* ti on b Is therefore unrealistic. The 
IGF has first priority at present, especially on typing and re- 
production. Mr. Bagnall also stated that the main Periodical Ab- 
stracts bottleneck was the lack of clerical personnel in the Edi- 
torial Division. 

3, Concur in recommendation o, and suggest that we request a 
high priority on reproduction from Administration and Management.
